The Executive (ommittee of the Inter- 
national ©lympi ammittee, headed by 
Avery Brundage, met to ponder possible 
effects of the disorders on the 1968 
Olympic Games, scheduled to open Oct, 


12 at the University of Mexico. 


Near empty restaurants and night clubs 
in usually throbbing districts of the capital 
attested to growing fears of recurrence 
of the violence that erupted last week 
and left at least |5 dead, 

Tourist sources reported mounting 
cancellations of reservations during the 
Olympic period, but one hote! source 
said most reservations had been paid for 
in advance. 

Fierce fighting Wednesday night be- 
tween student rebels and the forces of 
President Gustav Diaz Ordaz' govern- 
ment in the area of the Plaza of Three 
Culwures left at least 25 dead, hundreds 
injured and thousands in jail. 

One Mexico City newspaper reported 
40 dead overnight. There was no im- 
mediate breakdown of casualties, but 
most of the 25 bodies seen by Associ- 
ated Press staff members were those 
of civilians. One was a motorcycle 
policeman, shot dead as he stood be- 
side a Columbia Broadcasting System 
photographer, Car! Sorenson, Troops 
said a home made bomb killed three 
soldiers. 

The battleground, as in a bloody fight 
last week, was the Tlatelolco district, 
around the plaza, an area of high-rise 
low-rent apartments some occupied by 
students. Many family heads among 


the 70,000 residents are government em- 
ployes or pensioners, 

It was in that area, near the heart 
of Mexico City, that Hernando Cortes’ 
Spanish troops crushed the last army of 
the Aztecs.

Harry Edwards, crusader for the 
Olympic boycott, will speak in the Men’s 
Gym at 10 a.m. this morning on ‘*Politics 
and the Black Revolution.’ 

Describing himself as a “black 
rigitist,’’ Edwards does not hate white 
people, he merely hates their ‘‘system,” 
He refers to our President and Vice 
President as ‘‘Lynchin’ Baines Johnson’’ 
and ‘‘Dishonorable Hubert Humphrey,”’ 
and proudly lists as his heroes such 
black leaders as H, Rap Brown, Stokley 
Carmichael, and Malcolm X, 

Ihe six foot, eight inch black militant 
graduated from Sen Jose State College 
where he was a track and basketball 
star, He is presently completing work 
on his Ph. D, in Sociology at Cornell 
University.

avoid a confrontation between black and 
white militants on the football field, 
President Clark cancelled the game, 

In November, 1962, Edwards announced 
he would promote an Olympic boycott with 
black athletes. A poster hanging in his 
office at San Jose State declared ‘‘Rather 
Than Kun and Jump For Medals/ We 
\re Standing Up For Humanity/ Won’t 
You Join Us?" Edwards calls the Olympic 
games a ‘‘racist political platform.’’ How- 
ever, more than half the black athletes 
competing in the Olympics refused to 
boycott, so Edwards recently disregarded 


his plar

He calls this the Leo Carrillo 
syndrome. He suggested the next 
time Sam Yorty officiate s 
Founder’s Day he dress up in the 
breech cloth the Indians wear. 

He went on to say that there 
is much history of the Mexican- 
American in the U.S. but because 
the news media has never bothered 
to publish it and because so-called 
educators have never done enough 
research on chicano history, like 
the chicano himself, it is virtua- 
ly non-existent inthe past, present, 
and will be in the future if some- 
thing isn’t done about it. 

He offered solutions to this pro- 
blem such as research, seminars 
and fairer news media coverage. 
Romano spoke quietly and firmly, 
but hit hard with facts at the news 
media, the educational system, and 
“‘so-called’’ authors who have 
written about the ‘‘chicano”’’. 

Romano was educated in the 
public schools of National! City, 
California, He received his B,A, 
and M.A, at the University of 
New Mexico, and was awarded his 
Phd. in anthropology at Berkeley. 
Presently he is an associate pro- 


fessor of anthropology at Ber- 
keley. 
He is a member of the Cal- 


ifornia State \dvisory Commission 


on compulsory Education and 
Chairman of the Institute of 
Mexican-American Affairs in

Cobb's speech came when he talked 
about his children and how he is 
teaching them to say ‘‘Black is 
Beautiful,’’ A member of the 
audience called out, ‘Black is 


beautiful’, and thunderous ap- 
plause followed, 

Cobb’s purpose was no 
to strike fear in the hearts of 


his listeners, He described Negroes 
conditions as he knows them: bitter 
but for real; not so groovy for 
a black man; and not so groovy 
anymore for a white man. 

Where do we go from here? 
If one is Price Cobbs, assistant 
professor of psychiatry atthe Uni- 
ver sits f California Medical 


Center in San Francisco and noted 
author on racism, one will continue 
to speak eloquently and with in-

Cobbs speech was not as widely 
publicized as was” Eldridge 
Cleaver’s, He may not have used 
four letter words as freely as 
Cleaver, but his message was 
clear: America will have to change 
its way of thinking and feeling to 
‘Black is beautiful’’ and to ‘White 
is not necessarily right’’ in order 
to survive.

Eldridge Cleaver

There had never been anything 
like it on Sacramento State’ s cam- 
pus. For one, there had never 
been anything like the crowd — 
around 10,000 at the football field. 
And there certainly had never 
been anything quite like the 
speaker, Eldridge (leaver. 

On the face of the event, there 
were the obscenities. There was 
no mistaking Cleaver’s intent — 
as one observer put it later, he 
was very calculatedly using shock 
value to open wide the channe!s of 
communication, 

The obscenities were very 
likely the most talked-about fea- 
ture of the Black Panther’s speech 
all day. Before the press from the 
networks, the wire services,

Time-Life, an the local media — 
as well as the aucience — Cleaver 
made no bone for California’s 
governor, it was ‘‘ Fuck you, Ronnie 
Baby;’’ for the President, it was 
“the lying motherfucker.’’ 


As the Sacramento Bee reported 


in its Wednesday, October 2 
edition, ‘‘A number of students 
apparenily offended at (leaver’s 


use of four-letter words in his 
speech quietly walked out."’ 

And Cleaver talked later of 
‘*pussy power,’’ another reference 


which doubtless offended many, 
referring to — in effect — the 
power women hold over men to 


compel them to certain revolution- 
ary actions by threatening absten- 
tion from sexual relations. 

But to be offended, shocked, 
titilated, or outraged by Cleaver’s

misconstrue the event. 

For, more than anything, 
Cleaver’s unorthedox, shock-filled 
language was merely a spotlight 
for the other, more basic things 
he had to say — it was a tool for 
commanding the attention of a 
college crowd to the other parts 
of his talk, 

As we heard a bystander com- 
ment upon leaving the speech, ‘‘I 
can say one thing about the guy — 
he’s sure been reading his Kar] 
Marx."’ And Cleaver said it him- 
self of Marx, that the dominant 
society has been trying ‘‘to sweep 
Marx under the rug.’’; ‘but he’s 
too heavy —- he has too much to 
say that is relevant to today’s 
world,”’ 

Cleaver spent a greal deal of 
the one-hour, forty-five minute 
speech denouncing the power 
structure that presently exists in 
the United States today. 

As he had done in the press 
conference beforehand, Eldridge 
denounced the three-part power 
structure — the businessman and 
the legislators (‘'.,.those old bald- 
headed reprobate racists’’) and the 
police (‘‘the gestapo.,.the pigs.’’) 

In fact, if any one word stood 
for his denunciation of society as 
it stands, it was “‘pig.’’ It domi- 
nated his oration; he used it to 
describe the power structure, and 
anyone who's sold out to the power 
structure. He even fashioned his 
own modification of the term; re- 
ferring to the beating-up of many 
of the MeCarthy supporters at the 
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Democratic convention, 
a lesson in pigology.’’ 

\nd when Cieaver was finished 
with a complete denunciation of 
present society, he went into how 
he wished society was, ‘‘We want 
to start a new history — of, for, 
and by the people,’’ he said — in 
the past, it has always been of, 
for and by the pigs. 

He called for the best medical 
care possible for every person, 
regardless of economic standing. 
“If there are hearts being passed 
around,..a heart for everybody, 
or a heart for nobody.” He 
explained the story of a San Diego 
girl who was in dire need of an 
iron lung — she received it only 
through the philanthropic gesture 
of a poor person from New York, 
that she would not have received 
it otverwise, since she lacked the 
money. 

And he called, too, for the 
transportation and communication 
systems of the nation to become 
available to all people alike, not 
just to the rich — I can't fly 
from here across the nation —- it’s 
no trouble for rich persons who 
have the money, he said in effect. 
And he said the same thing of 
telephone calis, that they should 
not be discriminatory in favor 
of the rich, 

Cleaver had plenty to say, too, 
about this year's election. As 
far as the presidential election 
goes, he said, it is irrelevant — 
‘‘we have a choice between oink, 
oink, and oink,”’ 

And he said the 
University of California, 
Republican senatorial candidate 
Max Kafferty moved to halt his 
lecturing at the Berkeley campus, 
was exploited for political pur- 
poses by the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction,
